TENER DECLARES 


New York, Dec. .15.—Holding that 
baseball is such an important facjor 
in American life that it is indispen- 
sable, John K. Tener, president of 
the National league, in his annual ad- 
dress to the organization last Tues- 
day, urged the owners to maintain 
just as high a standard of play’ as 
possible during the war. He declared 
himself confident that by “ fostering, 
protecting, and advancing the game” 
baseball would be more popular than 
ever after the war. The address was 
made public today. 

“With respect to the interest the 
American people will take in their na- 
tional game next year,” he said, “I do 
not hesitate to express my confidence 
in their loyalty and attachment to 
it. It is my firm conviction that the 
nterest is inherent, that it will be made 
manifest at the proper time, and that 
you should make provision to cater 
to it with little less detail, care and 
attention than in former years.” 

Of playing personnel: Tener said: 
“ Already every club has felt the et. 
fect of our national emergency, but 
I am satisfied that the national draft 
in its ultimate working will leave all 
clubs on practically the same basis as 
far es playing 3 1 concerned. 
Therefore I strongly recommend the

Don't make a heel with a seam on 
the sole. Remember a man may not 
have a chance to change his socks for 
many days, and a lump or knot brings 
a blister. If the blister breaks, blood 
poisoning may set in and result in the 
loss of a foot or even of a life. We 
cannot afford to lose our men through 
negligence or ignorance, 

Don't use black, dark, cr bright col- 
ors. Here again lies danger of blood 
poisoning.

Don't use needles too fine for the 
wool.

Don't make a foot less ten and 
one-half inches long.

BREAD MAKING MATERIALS. 
B have had no new bread in- 
ventions as yet. Pecple have 
so far but ma le mixtures new 
to themselves, constituting a 
home experiment of the sort that is 
always worth while, The great expert- 
ments, because constant and with the 
most complete testing equipment, have 
been made by the United States depart 


ment of agriculture. Its breadmakers 
and fits one person devoting her whole 
time to the subject have proved that 
an acceptable bread can be made con- 
taining 25 per cent of a sreat number 
of different vegetables, fruits, and 
other grains than wheet, to the 75 per 
cent of wheat, flour.

Bread from Plant Roots. 
This writer also thinks that some 
magician will come along and make 
acceptable bread out of flours made 
from the roots of various plants, flours 
‘that ought to cost much less than 
that from wheat, When an acceptable 
b can be’ made of some other ma- 
te than wheat and at much less 
expense, then wheat will lose its su- 
premacy as a bread grain. He says in 
the advancement of. material civiliza- 
tion that while truly marvelous ad- 
vance has been made in the arts and 
sciences, in metal work achievement, 
in steam and electricity, in discoveries 
and inventions, man has made but 
little advance in solving the food prob- 
lem. He repeats more than once the 
idea to be found in the last sentence 
of his article: “Wonderful as is man 
and marvelous as are his works, he is 
only a step above the dumb beast in a 
knowledge of what he eats and how to 
prepare it.” 

He finds that leaven was invented 
in prehistoric times, and nothing quite 
as wonderful has been discovered since. 
But by this discovery only one of the 
grains, wheat, has been subdued, 
though “ wheat is no better suited for 
bread than corn, potatoes, and a dozen; 
other food plants. Wheat has be- 
come the standard for bread, and all 
the world is demanding wheat bread 
simply because the world does not 
know how to make bread of these 
other foods. A process or ingredient 
like leaven in wheat bread is needed 
to solve this problem.”

The board of cont ii the hub, 
the spokes are the representatives of 
an the organized bodies In the chosen 
grea—clubs, lodges, labor unions, 
churches, etc. These social forces, 
once drawn together, elect from among 
their number a chairman and other 
officers 50 as to be ready to act as cen- 
ters of distribution or clearing houses 
for governmental orders. This system 
has been well perfected in five or six 
wards, * — ie 

It the business of the ward leader 
to harmonize tho different elements in 
ber ward, bring them together around 
the standard of patriotism in time of. 
war and train them for the social re- 
construction which is to ollow. 

A most important step has been 
taken when any social area has a 
headquarters. The Twenty-first is one 
of the most interesting wards because 
it is most typical of the American city. 
Its front is the Lake Shore drive and 
its dank a lodging house district. This 
ward was the first to establish head- 
quarters. 

At 22 West Division street there is a 


Red Cross distributing center and a 


bureau, of information coneerning this 
district, a city of moré than 60,000. Mrs. 
Robert F. Bates, the ward leader. has 
a woman in each of the sixty precincts 
who is to make her own directory and 
map. 

There are some people who even yet 
ask What is the use of all this ward 
organization when we have the Red 
Cross society?” 


Over and over again it must be said. 


the Red Cross is one great spoke of 
the wheel, one great artery in the or- 


‘\genism. Red Cross is remedial; it in- 


efudes every form of war relief. The 
council of defense is constructive. 
They do not duplicate each other and 
gthey do not conflict. The Red Cross 
has levelled and unified all classes and 
all nationalities in patriétic work, but 
its province does not include food pro- 
duction or conservation, nor does it 
fill the vacancies in the ranks of in- 
dustry. The new Red Cross groups in 
several wards that tave been stimu- 
lated by the recent registration of wom- 
en are roots from which may grow 
other forms of productive patriotism. 
Tt would seem that the highest pos- 
sibility of ward work is to discover 
what are the natural social groups, to 
centralize all the administrative func- 
tions in some common unit which shall 
be agreed.upon. If cll the boundaries 
of administrative divisions could be 
made to coincide it would b much 
easier to localizecofficial responsibility. 
Chicago. covered with its pall of 
black smote, its patchwork administra- 
tion, and its out of date, pe tisan gov- 
ernment. calls loudly for deliverance. 
This new governmental bod may help.

Business Women 
Organize an 
Altrusa Club 


NEW woman's club has been 
formed in Chicago. Only busi- 
ness women are eligible to mem- 
bership, with the further re 
striction that only one woman from 
each line of business will be admitted. 
The first regular meeting of the club 
was held on Wednesday, when the ef. 
fleers were elected and definite plans 
made for regular meeting 

The name of the club is Altrusa—a 
combination of altruism and U. S. A.— 
which signifies the devotion of the 
members of the club to mutual help 
and patriotism. The organization is 
patterned after the men’s Rotary clubs 
and the Altrusa club has had the codp- 
eration of the men's clubs through its 
weeks of organization. Altrusa clubs 
will be organized in all of the larger 
cities of the country under the Na- 
tional Altrusa institute. Clubs have 
already been formed in Indianapolis, 
Dayton, Nashville, and Louisville. 

The club is per se a small one, with 
a limit of seventy-five members for 
the first year. Its membership in- 
cludes women in every Une of work, 
from a milk broker to a silversmith. 
Meetings are’ held once each week, 
with three luncheons and one dinner 
a month. At the luncheons the mem- 
bers discuss their business successes 
and difficulties, and at the dinner some

If the day is clear, for instancg, the 
pilot should try to get between his 
enemy and the sun, which will blind 
the boche and the attacker can get 2 
within a few feet before discovered. It 
is almost impossible to see a machine 
that is falling from above with the 
sun behind ft. 

The use of clouds for both attack 
and escape is of course very frequent. 
This can be done best when the clouds 
are large, fleecy white ones, scattered 
about the sky. One may fly above 
them, catching occasional glimpses of 
the earth to avoid being lost, and one 
has a gallery seat for the whole show; 
of all the planes in the air beneath 
him, without being himself exposed. 

As a protection against attacks from 
above most planes of both sides now 
are camouflaged on the upper side of 
the wings. The difficulty of a success- 
ful disguise-of a plane that will work 
under all conditions is great, since the 
background changes so frequently.

Thus the science of air combat is 
always an almost exact thing. Few 
movements have not been tried; few 
have been found for which no answer 
is possible. Each maneuver, to the 
skilled pilot, calls for a definite re- 
sponse; each position in relation to his 
enemy indicates what his next move— 
and the boche’s—should be. 

In fact, the science has become in 
many ways like that of fencing, where 
the opponents each count on the other 
doing the expected thing, and attempts 
to win by catching the other off guard, 
or fighting with a little more dash and 
power than his enemy. 

It is possible that his confidence in 
this code was the cause of Guynemer’s 
death. He particularly enjoyed outfiy- 
ing and outmaneuvering his enemies, 
and then, when their nerve was frayed, 
administering the death stroke. The

Death in An Directions. 


In flying over the lines one never 
holds to a straight course. This is not 
wholly due to the enemy’s anti-aircraft 
guns, though it is a safeguard against 
them. It is also to give the pilot a 


chance to see in all directions so that } 


he may not be surprised by an enemy 
plane. Remember, a pilot has six di- 
rectiong from which an attack may 
come—north, south, east, and west, 
above and below. 

He must have a keen eye to be ever 
watchful in all those directions, lest 
death swoop upon him unawares. He 
must make sharp virages, banks, and 
‘turns. He never looks over the edge 
of his nacelle, but always turns the 
plane on its side. Above all, he must 
never be overtaken by an enemy plane 
—he must overtake it. It is always 
every pilot's duty when in the air to 
overtake every plane that he sees and 
make sure of its identity. 

The biplanes us 
corts, and in attacking them (they are 
usually of great value, since they carry 
observers. often with cameras) the first 
thing to be done is to separate them 
from the convoys. It is suicide to at- 
tack a group, as the attacker would 
come under the crossfire of all their 
combined machine guns and would not 
have miany seconds to live. There is 
always almost complete safety in 
groups, and it is because of this that 
pilots are forbidden to fly singly over 
the lines.

chloride should not be used; “ High 
Speed should have added the qualf 
fication that it is not to be used unless 
it is properly neutralized. Let a mo- 
torist drop into a drug house at ran- 
dom, purchase a quantity of calcium 
chloride, and dump it into his radiator 
without first testing it, and the chances 
are that serious damage to his motor 
would result. 

When purchasing calcium chloride 
one should take extreme care to get a 
commercially pure article; the cruder 
grades will liberate a large percentage 
of free acid. A few motorist8 make the 
grave mistake of using chloride of 
lime, which has much the same appear- 
ance as calcium chloride, but a much 
greater corrosive action. 

It is always well to test a solution 
of calcium chloride for. acid before 
This test 
may be made in a simple manner. A 
piece of blue litmus paper may be 
bought at any drug store. Immerse 
the paper in the solution and if it 
turns red it is a sign that acid is pres- 
ent. The acid may be neutralized by 
the addition of a small quantity of 
slacked lime.

The worst grade of calcium chloride. 
and the one which comprises the great- 
est corrosive agent, is composed of 52 
per cent calcium chloride, 23 per cent 
magnesium chloride, and 25 per cent 
moisture.

There is becoming apparent in congress at least 
BR feeling of doubt that the best of all methods 
has prevailed in the United States as a guaranty 
of the security of the United States. There is at 
least a doubt, which gets expression in unexpected 
quarters, that the future is as assured as Amer 
Jeans would have it, or that it will be assured 
by the outcome of events now in dispute. 

There is much more of this doubt, wholesome 
doubt, in congress than is to be found in the 
admifistration. Nearly everything that is said by 
an administrative official indicates the opinion that 
democracy in the form presented by the United 
States is making a great, distasteful, but bound- 
to-be successful effort to keep on doing safely what 
it has been doing thus far. 

This opinion does not reflect any of the doubt 
which is indicated in congress. It continues to 
regard the war as an unexpected and unnecessary 
experience into which humanity was thrown by 
the distorted ambitions and wanton cruelty of a 
great military power. As such an experience it 
has no value for human perceptions. It merely 
has intervened. and perverted human affairs. It 
is explainable only on the theory of indomitable 
perversity. It is to be done with and done with 
forever. ; 

A thing that never happened before, and never 
can happen again, can have no lessons and need 
not be regarded in relation to the future. This 
opinion is steadfast in the administration so far as 
can be determined from official expressions, but 
congress is beginning to doubt the validity of it. 

Every reasonable appeal which the administra- 
tion makes for patience while a nonmilitary people 
prepare themselves for a duty they did not expect 
to assume. is in its truest meaning a plea for 
universal service to be established now and con- 
tinued into the life of the republic. 

The people did not expect to have these military 
duties to perform. For that reason they were not 
ready. For that reason they cannot get ready 
until the middle of next summer. They are asked 
to continue never to expect to have any such 
duties to perform, consequently never to be ready 
to assume them, and, therefore, to be ever asking 
for extenuation because they are not prepared. 

If the United States did expect this catagtrophe, 
what excuse can it make for itself? What reason 
‘can it offer itself for a year of awkward and in- 
effectual struggle, determined enough and des- 
perate enough, to get in position to defend itself? 
If it expected the catastrophe and did not do any- 
thing to ward it off, it is an outcast from even its 
cwn sympathies. 

If this thing happened unexpectedly, against all 
reason and common sense, why cannot another 
disaster happen likewise? How, in the wreck and 
ruin of one reasonable expectation, do we preserve 
belief in the infallibility of another expectation? 
What indomitable folly in optimism can survive 
these smashes? 

Congress seems to doubt the wisdom of an ex- 
pectation which exposed the country to the ter- 
rors of war. It was out of calculation. We 
confess belief in that. It came. Another will 
be out of calculation. It will come. : 

The only thing this nation can control for the 
future is its ability to meet whatever the future 
holds for it. If it continues as it has thus far, it 
will meet its dangers as it has met this one. It 
will be ready next summer for a danger which ap- 
peared last spring. | 

It cannot rely upon the benevolence of a fate 
which this time put British and French armies 
and the British fleet between it and its danger 
and gave it until next summer to meet last 
spring’s menace. It may find that even this fate 
was not benevolent. It may find that delay was 
a cruel executioner and that the blood of the 
nation had to do what the mind of the nation re- 
fused to do. | 3 4 

The security of the United States will not be 
guaranteed by any agreements into which nations 
enter. It will not be assured by solemn councils 
or by parchment processes. It will be guaranteed 
by the efforts of the United States. It will be 

assured when is makes it possible for the 

nation to take its boys of 19 and give them the 

training and equipment they will need for war.

speech and freedom of the press, the Bolsheviki 
promptly suppress newspepcers and throw their op.

casionally rises to the surface. Consider this from 
the Petrograd Soldiers’ Truth: “Good laws are 
written only when the people themselves write 
them in their own blood on the pages of history.” 
To show they are the true friends of the people the 
Bolsheviki, it seems, must discard the ballot box for 
the sword; only instead of drawing it against the 
enemy they would draw it against their own coun 
trymen. 


IF PEACE CAME NOW. 

Peace now, on any possible terms, would leave 
the world in the possession of four great powers. 
Germany is stronger than her builders dreamed 
she might become in this year. The British em- 
pire is greater, larger, and stronger than ever. 
Japan is full of strength and is fairly pelted with 
great opportunities. The United States is full: of 
money and is getting an army.. | 

Peace now, even upon terms which restored 
‘northern France and Belgium and made money 
reparation for damages, which even satisfied 
France by a return of most or ali of Alsace, would 
find the German scheme of a central European 
empire firmly established, with great territorial 
increases to the east and sovereignty maintained 
throughout Austria-Hungary, the Balkans, and 
Turkey. ; 

The greatest continental European empire which 

ever existed would exist in fact, and it would be 
German. To the imperialistic idea Germany 
would be paid and paid again, for now and for the 
future, in the war, no matter what its cost. 
All during the war the British have been pre- 
serving by-products and putting up imperial fruit 
in jars. The lady with the trident now has her 
cellar shelves full. Her African empire is a mas- 
sive accomplishment. She is more firmly estab- 
lished in Asia than ever before. Her Egyptian 
possessions are better guarded and are protected 
by newly acquired territory on the flank. She has 
an army, a great army, and her navy is greater 
than ever before. 

Great Britain has learned social and military 
sense. -Even in war time plans for the rehabilita- 
tion of England are going ahead. It is said that 
London is done with slums forever. Workmen's 
houses will take their place, England has asked 
her manhood to make sacrifices. A return ig to be 
made to the manhood. 

In every conceivable fashion, except possibly 
financially, Great Britain is stronger than ever 
before, and her finances could weather any peace 
which possibly could be arrived at now.

Pacifists would accept such conditions and such 
certainties and they will work earnestly to make 
the United States unfit to assume its résponsibili- 
tles, no matter what conditions of peace are ar- 
rived at and no matter when.

The reasons which prompted the British govern- 
ment to show this indulgence towards Commander 
Porte were, that his services are pronounced invalua- 
ble by the admiralty where he is employed, and, above 
all, the rather sad circumstance that these services 
cannot be of a prolonged character, since the progress 
of the malady of the lungs with which he is af- 
flicted is such that his life can last a very few 
months at the most. Sir Frederick th, the attor- 
ney general, stated in court that at the outbreak of 
the war Commander Porte was in the United States, 
occupying a very advantageous and lucrative position 
in the aeronautic business, which he at once threw up 
ir order to return home and to place his services 
unreservedly at the disposal of the admiralty. Sir 
Frederick added that most of the money which he 
had received had been turned over by him to the au- 
thorities,

Although Lord Templetown’s financial matters have 
been engaging the attention of the court of bank- 
ruptcy for the last four years and a receiving order 
was made against him in behalf of his creditors, 
who subsequently accepted a scheme for an arrange- 
ment, providing for the payment of his debts, he has 
not until now been adjudicated a bankrupt, and is 
therefore still able to keep his seat and cast his vote 
in the house of lords as a representative peer of Ire- 
land. An application was made the other day for his 
adjudication as an insolvent debtor. But the presid- 
ing judge, making use of his discretionary power, in- 
timated that by reason of circumstances arising from 
the war he would allow him some more time to pay 
off his debts. 

Lord Templetown’s name possesses a certain amount 
of American interest, owing to the fact that his 
ancestor, Clotworthy Upton, the first Viscount Tem- 
pletown, was the grantee in the middle of the 
eighteenth century of 20,000 acres in what is now the 
state of New York, the tract being known as Upton's 
Patent. He obtained this grant through the influence 
c{ the Dowager Princess of Wales, the imperious and 
masterful mother of George III. He was the con- 
troller and chief of her household. 

Curiously enough, there is no mention of this mar- 
riage of Lord Templetown to the king of Prussia’s 
natural daughter in the standard peerages, such as 
Burke’s. But it is recorded in the March number,

FIGHTING TROPICAL DISEASES. 


HAVE before me the annual report 


| 1916. It contains many opinions 
and records of accomplishment that 
are of general interest. In midsum- 
mer of 1916 a commission, headed 
by Gen. Gorgas, was sent to South and 
Central America to investigate the 
amount of yellow fever prevailing there 
and the possibility of suppressing the 
last remnant of this once fearful and de- 
structive disease. 

The commission's report expresses the 
unanimous opinion of its members that 
the eradication of yellow fever is feasi- 
ble. It was planned to undertake giv- 
ing this disease its coup de grace in 1917, 
and Surg. Gen. Gorgas was to take up 
the work in March, but the entrance of 
the United States into war interfered. 

The commission found that the only 
known endemic focus of the disease now 


is Guayaquil, Ecuador. Certain seo- 


tions of Colombia, Venezuela, and the 
adjacent West India islands and the 
entire east coast of Brazil, some parts 
of Mexico and of West Africa, call for 
observation. It seemed probable that 
if yellow fever was routed out of Guay- 
aquil as it has been routed out of Ha- 
vana, Panama, Vera Cruz and Rio Ja- 
neiro, within one year, the disease would 
cease to exist. 


~- 

The health board of the commission 
carried out three experiments on sev- 
eral methods of controlling malaria. All 
of the methods were successful, but we 
will have to wait for later reports to 
discover which method is the best and 
cheapest in the opinion of the experts. 
At Crosett, Ark., the method used con- 
sisted in mosquito control without 
major drainage. They drained and re- 
graded natural streams so as to secure 
a more rapid flow off, they dug ditches 
and filled bottoms and used oil sprays 
and other larvacides. During the last 
six months of 1915, the physicians paid 
2,100 calls on persons suffering from 
malaria; during the last six months of 
1916 they paid 310 calls. In October, 
1915, there were 600 calls and in Octo- 
ber, 1916, forty-six. In December, 1915, 
there were 100 calls; in December, 1916, 
only four. The work was so successful 
that the community took over the work 
in 1917. 

During this year a similar experiment 
is being conducted at Hamburg, Ark. 

In 1916, the commission, acting through 
Drs. Bass and Leathers, undertook and 
carried on an experiment in controlling 
malaria in Bolivar county, Miss. The 
method in that county was to examine 
the blood of every person in the county 
and to treat with quinine all persons 
whose blood was found infected. The 
reports for 1916 were very encouraging. 
The experiment was continued through 
1917. A final report will de forthcom- 
ing probably next spring. 

At Lake Village, Ark., 103 homes were 
selected on plantations near the village. 
These were divided into three groups. 
In Group A, docters undertook to con- 
trol malaria by screening alone; in 
Group B. by the issuance of prophylac- 
tic quinine; in Group C, by a combina- 
tion of the two methods. A fourth 
group of persons was kept under ob- 
servation as a control. 


~- 

In 1913, the commission undertook to 
entirely rid the 667 inhabitants of 
Knotts Island, North Carolina, of hook- 
worm. Ninety-three of the inhabitants 
were infested. These were cured, but 
the experiment was not satisfactory be- 
cause the homes were not equipped with 
satisfactory privies, and the commission 
did not know what type to recommend. 

In 1916 the hookworm campaigns spe- 
cialized on the prevention of soil pol- 
lution with hookworm through the build- 
ing of sanitary privies. In Pearl River 
county, Missisipp!i, the director in charge 
Dr. Chaillos Cross, made a map of the 
county on which was shown every home 
and the person occupying it. A mark 
indicated the type of privy found at the 
home. This map was displayed conspicu- 
ously in the community. Whenever an 
owner changed his insanitary or poorly 
kept privy to one of the approved con- 
struction the change was noted on the 
map. 

In Forrest county, Mississippi, the lo- 
cal paper carried each week a list of 
the persons who had built sanitary clos- 
ets during the previous week. The vital 
statistics of these sections show a les- 
sened prevalence of typhoid and dysen- 
tery. Screening against flies and mos- 
quitoes is gaining in popularity. 

In North Carolina ten counties have 


undertaken a definite intensive three 


year campaign. During the first year 
the staff will spend its time ascertain- 


| ing conditions and controlling soll pollu- 


tion. Gradually as soil pollution comes 
under con the staff will be con- 
verted into a county health department 
and the program will be expanded. The 
county pays half the expense, the state 
board of health and the International 
Health board one-quarter each. 

The dispensary method of fighting 
hookworm infection probably reduced 
the proportion of persons about 11 per 
cent—37.5 to 26.5 per cent. It is thought 
that the intensive campaigns will cause 
hookworm infection to disappear from 
those counties where the plan is worked.

In Costa Rica chenopodium is given 
in preference to thymol. The dosage, 
for different ages is as follows: 2 years | 
of age, one drop; 3 years, three drops; 
4 years, four drops; B years. six drops; 6 
years, eight drops. Thete is an increase 
of two drops a dose for each year of 
age between 4 and 20. The dose for a 
person 20 years of age is thirty-six 
drops. There is no increase in dosage 
for persons over 20. Persons over 50 
were given 26 drops as a dose. The 
drug is administered in a mixture of 
equal parts syrup of brown sugar 
black coffee. 

The use of chenopodium was not 80 
successful in Panama and the West In- 
dies. Some of the patients complained 
of dizziness, weakness and tingling in 
the palms of the hands. One child of 3 
colla A second dose of magnesium 
sulphate did not cause the bowels to 
act. A dose of castor oil acted as a 
laxative, whereupon the child recovered 
from the collapse. | 


In Grenada, chenopodium was com- 
pared with betenapthol. The former was 
found to be much the more efficient. The 
report states that there is greater dis- 
taste for chenopodium than for thymol, 
and that more persons who have taken 
it suffer from dizziness and faintness 
than is the case where thymol is used. 

In Ceylon the dose of chenopodium 
given was somewhat smaller than else- 
where. The dose for a child 6 to 10 
years was six to nine minims; of a 
person 17 to 60, fourteen to sixteen min- 
ims. The evening before the treatment 
is due a dose of salts or oil is given. 
Only a light meal is eaten. On the 
morning of the treatment no food and 
very little water is taken until after 
the bowels have moved following the 
second pufgation. No alcohol in any 
form or acids should be taken for a 
period of twelve hours before and after 
taking oll of chenopodium. Symptoms of

Experiments made in Trinidad indi- 
cate that the best way to give thymol 
is mixed with an equal part of bicarbo- 
nate of soda. This method results in 
fewer disagreeable symptoms and, at 
the same time, cures a larger percentage 
of cases than thymol used in any other 
way. | 

Whatever hookworm medicine is used 
it is generally necessary to give more 
than one course of treatment. Two 
courses are generally required in a fair 
proportion of cases. |

Satan. One recalls the remark of a theological progressive 
to a theological reactionary, “I see just where you and I 
differ; your God is my devil.” 

In practice a lot of Christianity will be traced in modern 
Judaism, modern Mohammedanism, modern Buddhism, 
modern Confucianism, modern Shintoism, modern Taoism. 
Trace Christianity, if you can, in modern Joshuaism. It 
is not there. Nor do you gain much by retorting that 
Christianity is a bit conspicuous by its absence among 
Christians, yes, even in wartime.

HE modern igniti systems, 
though comparative’ free from 
such trouble as will Jause an em- 
barrassing breakdo on the 

road, often are the tenter of irritating 
annoyances Which have the effect of 
causing a temporary delay, lack of 

power because of misfiring, hard start- 
ing, overheating, etc. 

There are in use two forms of igni- 
tion systems, one using only a magneto 
with perhaps a battery system in con- 
junctfon for starting, and the other 
using only a storage battery ana a 
timer-distrivuter. The latter is now in 
more general use. 

Regardless of the type of system, et- 
ficjent ignition is dependent upon the 

m unhampered generation of current, the 
proper interruption of the p cir- 
cuit, the free flow of current to the 
spark plugs, and spark plugs which are 

~yroperly adjusted to take that spark 
50 as to produce a good explosion. 

‘With a battery system there natural- 
ly comes up the need for a battery 
properly charged, with cells up-to level 
with water. The connections must be 
tight and clean. If they are not tight 
there is liable to be misfiring; if they 
are corroded there may be no firing at

This should be done with each plug 
if there is uncertainty as to which 
ane is at fault. In order to tell which 
plug is faulty the old fashioned but 
good method of shorting the plug with 
a hammer head or screwdriver should 
be used. While the engine is running 
short circuit the spark plug by hold- 
ing the metal hammer head against 
the top of the plug and the cylinder. 
if there is no change in the firing of 
the engine as told by the sound, then 
that is the bad cylinder. 

Another way which may be used in 
engines having separate exhaust pas- 
sages is to drop water on the exhaust 
pipe at each cylinder. The cool por- 
tion indicates the bad cylinder.
